Victory Bonds Taken in Payment of Purchase*. 
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PASS THE BY-LAWS. 


In a few days’ time the municipal electorate 
will be asked to vote upon a number of by-laws 
two of which involve the expenditure of public 
money and. others which concern themselves 
with matters directly relating to methods of civic 
government. 

To begin with, there is a special reason why 
both money by-laws should receive endorsation at 
the hands of the ratepayers. In the case of John¬ 
son Street bridge the whole question is one of 
municipal and industrial expansion. Until a 
proper harbor crossing has been provided a sec¬ 
tion of Victoria—formerly known as the Song- 
hces Reserve—which is particularly adapted’ for 
the establishment of an industrial area must per¬ 
force lie idle and continue to compel a more set¬ 
tled part of the community to labor under the 
disadvantages imposed by the present round¬ 
about connection with the city proper. 

The sum involved is $420,000 out of a total 
outlay of $720,000, the balance of which is to be 
contributed by the Provincial Government and 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company in sums 
of $200,000 and $100,000 respectively. The pas¬ 
sage of this by-law similarly would involve the 
employment of a considerable number of men for 
many months. 

As far as the project of a municipal golf links 
is concerned the appeal is somewhat different in 
that it may be supposed to eater for the minor¬ 
ity. This is actually not the ease when viewed 
from a purely civic standpoint. The sum involved 
is $20,000 which it is proposed to borrow for a 
period of fifteen years. Apart from its recog¬ 
nized advertising advantages, the chief argument 
in its favor is the unquestionable fact that the 
investment is assured of a revenue from the out¬ 
set. Both these by-laws, therefore, in the interest 
of all concerned Should pass on January 15.

THE HEIGHT OF ABSURDITY. 


SIR T. R. FRASER 


A CAMPAIGN IN GERMANY 


The condition of the exchange market in the 
United States has given Great Britain and 
Prance an opportunity for commercial ex¬ 
ploitation in Germany of which they have not 
been slow to take advantage. The purchasing 
power of the mark in America is now so low that 
Germany is compelled' to turn elsewhere for the 
numerous commodities required for her recon¬ 
struction, and both Great Britain and Prance are 
taking energetic steps to see that their manu¬ 
facturers are supplied with every facility for 
reaching this market. This is particularly true of 
Britain, which, from the very moment the armis¬ 
tice was signed, opened a vigorous and thorough 
campaign for tHe Capture of foreign markets, de¬ 
voting special attention to the German market. 
This campaign is illuminatingly described by 
Isaac Marcosson, a well-known writer on indus¬ 
trial topics, in an article in The Saturday Even¬ 
ing Post, in the course of which he says: 

. “Britain looks upon German trade as a bnsi- 
tiess proposition, and she argues that if she does 
not grab it someone else will. Now you can un¬ 
derstand why there is a British chamber of com¬ 
merce in Cologne, and why you can find a cir¬ 
cular, in German, advertising Sheffield steel in 
nearly every industrial town in Germany. 
Britain entered upon reconstruction better 
equipped than any of her rivals. Trade knowl¬ 
edge is power and she dripped with .this knowl¬ 
edge. Let me emphasize here what I fre¬ 
quently predicted in The Saturday Evening Post 
during the war—that Britain would emerge from 
the conflict reborn industrially—a whole new 
force in the iuternational-buRifless game. Such 
is her position to-day. 

■“If you want a convincing and really historic 
evidence of Britain’s change with regard to the 
once despised thing called trade, I have only to 
say that British commercial travellers and other 
representatives of business honses are now per¬ 
mitted to have passage abroad on every British 
warship leaving the country. This epoch-making 
step, which would make some departed Sea Lords 
turn in their graves, is not only—to quote a Brit¬ 
ish Cabinet Minister—‘a move unique in the his¬ 
tory of the Empire’ but it shows that the Mother 
Country is determined to build up her commerce. 

“The moment the British armies camped on 
the Rhine,” Mr. Marcosson continued, “an 
economic section under the direct control of the 
military governor was established. Its chibfs and 
all their subordinates wear khaki. They are the 
so-called temporary officers, who correspond to 
the reserve officers in the American Army in that 
they are all men, many beyond military age, who 
Unselfishly and patriotically left their desks, 
laboratories or schoolrooms to do their share in 
winning the. war. Their task only began anew 
with the end -of hostilities, because it was just 
as important for Britain to win the bloodless 
struggle for trade as it was to come out victorious 
in the sanguinary conflicts of the battlefields.” 

France also is pressing for German business, 
but not on so elaborate a scale. Incidentally, 
these commercial activities of Great Britain and 
France in Germany irresistibly call to the mind 
the resolutions of the Allies in Paris in 1916 in 
which it was solemnly agreed that they would 
boycott German trade after the war and, in fact, 
continue the conflict in the form of economic 
warfare after the work of the guns wss over. The 
difference between what the Allies resolved to do 
in 1916 and what they are doing in 1920 merely 
emphasizes the futility of war-time resolutions, 
policies and intentions concerning the future. 
Notwithstanding those economic resolutions in 
taris in 1916, there never was the slightest doubt 
that the si^patures on the peace .treaty would be 


The Berliner Tajjeblatt’s correspondent at 
The Hague writes a pitiful narrative to his 
paper abont the condition of the ex-Kaiser. He 
describes him as shorter in appearance and con¬ 
siderably more corpulent. Apart from the some¬ 
what obvious description we are surprised that 
his logging operations at Aberongen have re¬ 
duced nothing but his Hohenzollem arrogance. 


It is hard to conceive of anything more pre¬ 
posterous than tHe idea, cherished by communist 
leaders in the United States, that it is possible to 
reproduce there the conditions which exist in 
Russia. The most superficial or casual knowl¬ 
edge of the country, iw history, politics, physical 
and economic development and its people should 
be enough to dispel so fantastic a delusion from 
any mind not completely dominated by frothing 
fanaticism or wallowing in the grossest ignor¬ 
ance. 

Nation-wide revolutions are possible only in 
countries where all political power and adminis¬ 
tration are directed from one centre, and 
this condition can exist only in a country the 
great majority of whose people are hopelessly 
ignorant and illiterate and ineapable of knowing 
what government is. The paralysis of industry 
in a highly industrialized country undoubtedly 
causes much general hardship, bat when this 
reaches a oertain point it brings about prompt 
and effective remedial action on the part of the 
intelligent population. 

In the present instance, the remedial action 
in the United States consists of corralling the 
revolutionary agitators and deporting as many of 
them as possible to that happy home of Bolshe¬ 
vism across the sea, whose idyllic condi¬ 
tions formed the principal theme of their orator¬ 
ical and literary deliverances. They will consti¬ 
tute just so many more atoms in the problem of 
Russia’s regeneration, and also should advertise 
pretty extensively the fact that its historic policy 
of opening its gates to the offscourings of be¬ 
nighted aud backward countries has come to an 
end in the United States. 

We hope the Canadian authorities are watch¬ 
ing Canada’s various ports of entry with special 
vigilance just now to guard against an influx of 
these undesirables in consequence of the meas¬ 
ures being taken against them by the United 
States Government. 


The British shipyards expect to reach the 
pre-war record of ship construction daring the 
present year. John Bull knows jnst how much 
his trade supremacy—which he intends to regain 
—depends upon British hulls. 


In a recent Divorce Court Case in London 
the presiding judge was required to consider the 
question as to whether continued absence on the 
golf course amounted to legal cruelty and formed 
sufficient reason for the granting to a wife of a 
separation order. Victoria wives need have no 
fear: a municipal golf course here, its proximity 
to the city and the moderate cost of playing will 
enable husband, wife and children to take up 
the sport. 


Uncle Sam does not intend to stand any more 
nonsense from his crop of “red" agitators. The 
wholesale round-np should have a salutary effect 
upon all those who are endeavoring to ape the 
Lenine-Trotzky school on this continent.

Out in the West representatives of the Board are in¬ 
vestigating the small town retailer, who in due course 
will probably leave sufficient to bury him decently. In 
the East the restaurants are now receiving the Board's 
attention. The Board’s representatives, at comfortable 
salaries, no doubt, are trying to look wise over the ques¬ 
tion as to why ham and eggs are thirty-five cents In 
one eaUng-house and forty-five cents In another. There

— Sir Thomas 
Richard Fraser, former president of 
the Royal College of Physicians of 
Edinburgh, is dead, according to an 
announcement to-day. 


Thomas Richard Fraser was born 
In Calcutta. February 1, 1841. He 
was educated In the public schools 
of Scotland and the University of 
Edinburgh. He became Professor of 
Materia Medlca at the University of 
Edinburgh in 1878, holding that post 
until his death. He was president of 
the Royal College of Physicians from 
1900 to 1902. He is survived by his 
widow, four sons and three daugh¬ 
ters.

Strength Grows. 


London, Jan. 5.—A significant de¬ 
velopment in British politics is the 
visibly growing strength of the La¬ 
bor Party, which, if it be continued, 
is pointed to in political circles as 
insuring the control of the next 
Government by that party. In the 
last three Important by-elections 
the Labor candidates polled a total 
of more votes than either of the old 
parties. The majority of the Labor 
Party recruits, the figures Indicate, 
come from the Liberal ranks. Many 
Liberals admit despair for the fut 
ure for their party, since it has split 
into Uoyd George and Asquith fac¬ 
tions, and see no chance for the suc¬ 
cess of the Liberal policies except 
through the Labor Party. 

Join Laborites. 

Not one of the three by-elections 
was in a district where working men 
were in the majority and. it appears 
that the "black coated” classes of 
clerks and young professional men. 
along with the numerous writer* and 
others classed as intellectuals, had 
gone over to the working men's party. 

The features of the Labor platform 
which appear to attract the mid 
die class voters are opposition to 
big armaments and demand for a 
llve-and-let-live policy with regard 
to the nation's recent enemies. 

Newspaper Comments. 

London, Jan. 5.—Newspapers draw 
various morals from the result of the 
Spen Valley by-election. The 
Times thinks It registers with clar¬ 
ity that there la ns misreading the 
flowing tide of Labor in the consti¬ 
tuencies. The future of the other 
parties, it says, depends on whether 
they can singly, or in coalition, 
translate Into terms of practical 
politics the half-conscious desires of 
a democracy which now turns rest¬ 
lessly toward the most positive of 
political programmes. 

The Dally Telegraph prefers to 
see that Labor has slipped into a 
seat between two Liberal candidates 
and oaks whether this is the time 
for those to play into the hands of 
Labor who hold that a realization of 
Its schemes would mean national 
ruin. 

Fickle. 

The Morning Post finds it char¬ 
acteristic of the fickle multitude that 
more than 10,000 voted for Sir John 
Simon, .whose policy during the war 
in the matter of conscription, had it 
been followed, would have led to de¬ 
feat. 

The Chronicle makes local excuses 
for the Coalition defeat, but adiplts 
the by-election current Is running 
against the Government at the mo¬ 
ment 

The Dally Mall, like Colonel Win¬ 
ston Churchill, argues the point as 
to whether Labor is ready to govern. 

First Task. 

The Daily News, while regretting 
the defeat of Sir John Simon, asks 
what should be the Liberal attitude 
toward the wave of Labor enthusi¬ 
asm, and replies that the first task 
of all Progressive* is to turn out the 
Coalition, leaving their differences to 
be settled later. 

The Express speaks of the result 
as being for Labor both a triumph' 
and a portent, and showing again an 
Orientation of large sections of the 
middle classes toward Labor, which 
may be a decisive factor in the poli¬ 
tics of the future.

“JIMMYING” OF ’PHONE 
BOXES MAY CAUSE 
INCREASED PAY TOLLS 

Proposals of the B. C. Telephone 
Company to Increase pay station 
call charges from five cents to ten 
cents, do not apply to Victoria as 
far as is known by officials here. 
The application has been made by 
the head office of the company in 
Vancouver to the Dominion Board of 
Railway Commissioners for a new 
tariff of tolls. It Is being opposed by 
municipal officials of Vancouver dis¬ 
trict. 

Complaints that the company Is 
losing money on it$ pay stations Is 
given as the cause of the demand for 
increased rates. Many of the pay 
stations are yielding from one-quar¬ 
ter to one-half what an ordinary 
straight rent telephone yields. 

The company recently has also 
been losing heavily through the hab¬ 
its of persons prying open and help¬ 
ing themselves to the accumulations 
of coins In the pay station boxes. 
There are three stations in Victoria 
that are considered "easy money" 
and are quite regularly "Jimmied," 
seven and eight dollars removed at 
a time, and the $35 machine smashed. 
Officials say that while persons with 
weaknesses for raising harmless tele¬ 
phones in this way are allowed to 
run loose, the operation of pay sta¬ 
tions is a risky venture.

These are 
made into vessels for carrying water. 
Rather than do agricultural work, 
the Dyaks prefer to gather roots and 
leaves from the Jungle and eat them. 

"At the sight of the hoe,” Doctor 
Hoover says, "the Dyaks would drop 
dead.” 

Sketchy Farms. 

"The first time .you see a Dyak 
farm, you. must be told what It IS," 
writes Doctor Hoover. "In growing 
rice, the Dyak selects a piece of old 
Jungle ground, cuts down the big 
trees only, then burns over the 
ground. After waiting one year, the 
old men and women go over the 
ground with long sticks, punch holes 
in the ground, into which are drop¬ 
ped a few grains of rice, stamp on It. 
saying ‘Now beat the weeds if you 
can. and If the pigs, t\ye Worms, the 
deers or the rats get 4oi, remember 
I have done my part.’" 

The women gather the rice by 
hand, cutting off a few heads at a 
time, carry Jt homo in baskets, 
thresh, dry and store it. They hull It 
as needed each day. The rice is put 
in a holer made in a big log, then 


pounded with a long heavy pole—a 
mortar and pestle operation. 

Doctor Hpover says the Dyaks and 
their children are becoming inter¬ 
ested in scientific ways of farming 
and welcome the Centenary pro¬ 
gramme for West Borneo, which will 
ereat two churches, two hospitals, 
and two mission houses; these com¬ 
munity centres will teach the Dyaks 
and their children practical industry, 
social economics and the latest meth¬ 
ods liArgrlculture.

Col. F. H. Cunningham. Dominion 
Fisheries Inspector for British Col¬ 
umbia, issued the following statement 
regarding fishing licenses, by way of 
comment on the Ottawa dispatch: 

"The salmon fisheries of British 
Columbia have for some years been 
a source of argument and criticism 
by the public of British Columbia. It 
has been contended that the existing 
regulations, especially in so far as the 
northern part of the Province is con¬ 
cerned, created a so-called monopoly 
by the limitation In both the numbers 
of canneries operated and the number 
of salmon giiinet licenses issued. 

"The present order-ln-councll would 
suggest that all limitation has been 
removed; in other words, any British 
subject desiring a cannery license in 
any part of the Province can now ob¬ 
tain one. and also the same would re¬ 
fer to other modes of salmon fishing. 
All British subjects can obtain 
salmon gillnet licenses, but In the 
case of the latter the licensee must 
personally conduct his own opera* 
tlons. 

"In so far as the Japanese are con¬ 
cerned they rerfialn in precisely th* 
same position as at present, the limi¬ 
tation in the number of salmon gill- 
net licenses issued to them remain¬ 
ing the sagie; for instance, if there 
were 650 Japanese licensee issued for 
the Skeena River area in 1919, the 
same number will be issued for 1920. 
This will refere to the whole Province. 

"In the past no salmon purae-aelne 
or drag-seine licenses have been is¬ 
sued to either Japanese or Indians, 
and this condition will remain. 

Divided Into Area*. 

"In so far as salmon seining licenses 
are conoemed it is quite likely the 
whole Province will be divided into 
areas, and any person requiring a 
salmon purse-seine license in that 
particular area will be able to obtain 
it. There will be no transfer, but
